The Mayor announced that the recent bound sale had the lowest interest rate
of any sold in the State.

Discussion was held on changing the ward boundaries now existing to create
new wards out of the County precincts, out of which some Territory is now in the
City limite. These precincte were FISKVILIE, PECAN SPRINGS, WEST ST, ELMO, and
GOVALLE,  The City Attorney was asked to prepare an ordinance amending the or-
dinance setting up the ward boundaries for the Council to consider at this meetin#
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a recommendation for six election officials and two alternates in the first eleve
wards; Meayor Drake be appointed to bring a recommendation on the next eleven;
and Councilman Long the next eleven; and have this ready for Council action next
Thursday. The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following

The Mayor ammounced that the average interest rate was 2,2549, and Austin's
rate was 2.159.

The City Manager stated that MR. FRED MORSE had found it necessary‘to re-
gign from the Brackenridge Hospital Advisory Board, and he would like to offer
the name of MR.

The City Menager reported on the bost landing location, stating that the
one at the City Park on ILake Austin wes being enlarged. There was a site closer
in under consideration alsc, but there was the need of filling in and excavabing,
and the parking area was rather limited. He was working on snother plarn with
the Fine Arts Assoeiation. The Mayor suggested thet since something must be don
right away even though it be a temporary thing, that it be worked out, and then
work on the 35th street landing.

WHERFAS, it has been determined that at this time equipment should be in-
stalled which will provide only one-half of the final capacity of the jail as
épecified and that one electrical locking and operating system for the main en~

WHEREAS, Southern Steel Company had offered to furnish and ingtall the
equipnment to provide ons-half of the ppecified capacity and the electrial lock-
ing and operating system for the sum of Thirty-Four Thousand Seven Hundred
Thirty-Five Dollars ($34,735.00), and the acceptance of such offer has been Te-
commended by the City Mansger; Now, Therefore,

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted
to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A ges wain in SPRINGDALE ROAD, from Munson Street
to ALf Avenue, the centerline of which gas main shall be
10 feet west of and parallel to the east property line of
sald SPRINGDALE ROAD.,

Said gae mein described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

517 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5
feet west of and parallel to the east properity line of
said BERGER STREET.

Said gas mein described above shall have & cover of not
léss than 23 feet

(4) A gss main in PORTER STREET, from 128 feet east of
Valdez Street easterly 315 feet, the centerline of which
ges main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel to the
north property line of said PBRIER STREET.

(5) A gas main in VASQUEZ STREET, from Porter Street
northerly 335 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of said VASQUEZ STREET,

Said gas min d.escribed above shall have a cover of
not less than 25 feet

' The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reflerence to the fact that
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greater depths may not be required st apecial points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite fdflormation upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of thelr assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement
of any underground utility demaged during the construction of lines pamed in
this resolution.

AWD THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

- THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets affer said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plans and have considered the application
of R. L. Moore, owner of a piece of property located up-stream from the north iin
of Windsor Road and listed in the Travis County Deed Records, for permission to
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construct and maintain a boat dock projecting out into the lake approximately

40 feet. The construction details meeting all requirements, I therefore recommend
that if R. L. Moore is granted hls reguest by the City Council, that it be sub-
Jject to the following conditions:

%(1). That nothing bubt crecsoted piles, cedar riles or concrete piles,
substantislly braced to withstand wind and water pressure be used in the con-
struction and that no structure shall be nearer than ten feet to any side pro-
perty line of the owner or applicant.

B(2). That no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession
stand, or any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise,
except marine supplies and tackle, and no living gquariers of any character, shall
be erected on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structure
extending into or above Dake Austin,

5{(3). That every structure shall be gquipped with proper lights which
show all around the horizon for night use and shall be equipped with flags or
other warnings for daylight use.

#(4). That all structures extending out into the Lake be constantly kept
in a state of good repalr and that the premises be kept reasonably clean at all

(4). That the Contractor shall in no way obastruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades,

(5). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due {to obstruction of any such storm water.

(6). That the Contractor shell place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or cobstructions, red lights during all periods of derkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(7). That the Contractor shall remove a&ll fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or sireet has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than April 1, 1953.

(8). fThat the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to regquire the erection or installation of
additional berriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as ageinst public needs and the City, in meking such grant
reserveg the rightto enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(10). That any public utility , or public or private property, distrubed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the compietion
Bf the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Con-
tractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repasired ai the
Contractor's expense. ,

" (11). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or dameges to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason
of the exercise or abuse of the privilepes granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guesrantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway

and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space,

Mayor and members of the Council wanted to make a personal inspection of the area

Councilman Long inguired about asphalting the stireets, md suggested that
Willow Street from San Sghba on past the school needed some attention. It was re-
ported that shortly, after danger of freezes, the streets will be graded and
treated with this asphalt emulsion, especially those leading to the schools.
Conncilmen White had had more complaints about chug-holes tham the dust.
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The Mayor wanted to arrange a meeting Monday (March 9) for organizing the
Planning Commission, and invited the rest of the Council to sit in on this meeting|
He suggested that MRS, FRANCIS R. HODGE and MRS, PAUL GRIFFITH, since they had
mentioned they would like to serve as ex-officio menbers, be made ex-officio
mexbers of this commission.
